./was  launched  this  week  when  Secretary  Wickard  wrote  all  Stabe  defense  Board 
chairmen  requesting  them  to  inaugurate  camcaign.    !Bo3rd.s  asked  to  maize  plans  for 
their  States  and  enlist  county  defense  "boards  in  effort.     P'^nald  Nelson,  SFAS 
executive  director,  asked  Secretary  Wickard  to  lay  "before  fanners  serious  actual 
and  imiDending  shortages  of  iron  and  steel  scraD,    Nelson  ado.ed  that  civilian 
shortages  of  steel,  including  steel  for  implements  and  parte  needed  "by  farmers, 
will  "be  more  severe  if  we  cannot  keeiD  steel    mills  running  at  ca-nacity.  This 
is  a  challenge  to  all  Agriculture  to  make  a  success  of  this  camoaign  in  the 
interests  of  National  Defense.    Both  oatriotism  aad  self-interest  will  "be  serv^ed 
"by  farmers  making  scraD  availa"ble  for  use. 
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DO  NOT_SC?AP  USEFUL  MACHINERY:    Nothing  that  can  he  reconditioned  and  used  should 
be  scraooed.     That  v'ould  defeat  our  own  r)urposes  hy  mailing  more  machinery  re- 
placements necessary.     SPAB  points  out  that  farmers  usually  kee-o  old  implements 
about  and  striTD  from  them  bolts,  gears,  or  other  Darts  needed  to  re-nair  newer 
piachinery.     Farmers  should  remove  such  usahle  parts  now  and  scran  the  rest, 

PRICES  FARKiERS  LiAY  EXPECT;     Farmers  are  not  exoected  to  give  their  scran  away. 
Maps  have  "been  sent  to  defense  "boards  which  can  he  used  to  show  what  prices 
farmers  reasonahly  can  expect  in  various  sections.    i>ae  to  a  numhcr  of  factors, 
including  transp ,)rtation  and  prenaration  charges  and  nrice  ceilings,  nrices  for 
scrap  will  not  he  high.      Farmers  are  asked  to  sell  their  scrap  as  a  service  to 
the  Nation  rather  than  as  a  way  of  making  money.    Members  of  defense  hoards 
should  he  able  to  advise  farmers  approximately  what  prices  they  can  expect. 
The  Secretaiy  has  made  suggestions  to  defense  boards  on  carrying  out  campaign 
and  giving  necessary  help  and  information  to  fanners.
